TI?ACH  one  of  these  Albums  contains  the  Portraits  (with  the 
-*— '  Letterpress  Notices  thereto  relating)  for  a  whole  year.  These 
Portraits  are  the  result  of  much  patient  study  and  great  labour. 
Every  one  of  them  is  drawn  from  personal  study  of  the  original, 
undertaken  and  carried  out  with  the  purpose  of  impartial  fidelity. 
In  them  the  revelation  of  the  simple,  even  if  brutal,  truth  has  been 
sought,  interpreted,  and  presented ;  and  the  result  is  the  actual  man 
plainly  presented  as  he  lives,  without  heroic  pose  or  costume.  And, 
as  the  physical  man  has  been  sought  through  his  features,  so  has  the 
moral  man  been  sought  in  his  work ;  the  painted  effigy  and  the  written 
account  being  thus  each  the  complement  of  the  other.  The  Vanity 
Fair  Portraits  are  and  remain  the  only  work  of  their  kind  ever 
attempted ;  and  as  such  they  must  always  hold  a  special  and  distinct 
place  as  a  permanent  record  of  men  of  eminence  in  the  nineteeth 
century.

'T"%HE  following  pages  contain  the  Lists  of  Cartoons  (each  year's  in  a 
Volume,  price  Two  Guineas),  arranged  alphabetically ;  with  the  numbers 
attached  to  be  quoted  when  ordering.  The  price  charged  for  each  Portrait 
separately  may,  with  very  few  exceptions,  be  calculated  thus :  Single  Poi> 
traits  are  Sixpence  each  until  they  are  two  years  old  ;  they  are  One  Shilling 
each  until  they  are  three  years  old  ;  One  Shilling  and  Sixpence  until  they 
are  four  years  old  ;  and  Two  Shillings  and  Sixpence  each  after  they  have 
attained  four  years  of  age  and  upwards.  All  the  Portraits  are  still  to  be  had ; 
and  the  exceptions  to  the  above  prices  are  those  few  pictures  which  have 
become  very  scarce.  Thus  the  portrait  of  the  late  Fred  Archer  costs  One 
Guinea;  and  that  of  the  late  Dr.  Goodford  is  £P«h,<8hilli»whj.  But  the" 
above  scheme  covers  very  nearly  all  of  the  Vanity  Fair  Portraits,  and  those 
which  have  appreciated  in  price  at  the  time  of  going  to  press  with  this  list 
are  noted,  each  in  its  own  place.
